CRITICIZES FREE PASSES. 

Railroad President Refers to Roosevelt's 
Bad Example. 

• Washington, May 32. — A. 71. Stick- 
ney, president of the Chicago & Great 
(Western Railway, in a statement filed to- 
day with the Senate committee 'on inter- 
state commerce, criticised the free puss 
system. 

"As nn individual rule of action the 
law against free passes," he said, "was 
ignored by t ;, ie congressmen who passed 
it and by the President, who approved 
of ii, and subsequent congressmen nnd 
presidents without exception have ignor- 
ed its provisions, Traveling, they repre- 
sent the evidence of their misdemeanor 
before the public in a way which indi- 
cates no regard for the law. The gov- 
ernors of the states, many of the judges 
— in short, all Officialdom from the high- 
est to the lowest— the higher clergy, col- 
lege professors, editors, merchants, bank- 
ers end lawyers present the evidence of 
their misdemeanor in the same manner. 

"Th"ro Is but one man whose example 
would be effective, and unless the Ameri- 
can people have misjudged his character, 
If he realized that he was transgressing 
tho law in aeeepting the courtesy of 
transportation Theodore Roosevelt would 
hpve the virtue nnd the cournsre nnd the 
ability to set the example, which sluill 
H waken officialdom and all pood citizens 
to a sense of tho individual duty 'to obey 
tin's law."

Berlin, May 12. — The Strassburger 
Post gives this version of Emperor Wil- 
liam's recent speech to the officers at 
the Strussburg review of troops: 

"The officers' corps is the soul of the 
army and must ever he kept in trim, 
otherwise the army suffers. The pres- 
ent war furnishes examples enough of 
that. The Japanese officers' corps is ex- 
tremely efficient and, like the Japanese 
common soldier, has stood the test fully. 
The tRussiuil officers' corps, on the other 
hand, have completely failed, whereas 
the Russian soldiers have behaved well 
and fought bravely. .My son told me 
Russian officers bought up all the cham- 
pagne in Kinochnu. The soldiers in the 
•Held niiisi accustom themselves to an ab- 
stemious life and dare no I think ot such 
things. This war again confirms the old 
doctrine that many ignore, that in such 
extended battlefields the commander-iu- 
(diief must above all things not go to the 
front. There he only has a view of 
part of the Held nearest him, but com- 
pletely loses sight and direction of the 
whole. In the battle of Mukden. Gen. 
Kuropntkin committed the error of going 
to the front. The Japanese commander- 
in-chief, Marshal Oyninn, remained far 
to tiie rear and conducted from there a 
very extended struggle. He received 
telegraphic reports, gave telegraphic or- 
ders and sat there as calmly as a chess 
player, instantly making move after 
move. Kuropatlcin completely failed in 
this attack of a suitable position."

Chorus Girl Given Her Liberty 
on Her Own Recognizance 
Yesterday, 

District Attorney Addresses the 
Court and Reveals Jury- 
Room Secrets. 



Morbid Throng of Slghlseers' 
Demonstration on the 
Streets. 



BW YORK, May 12.— After 
more than eleven months in 
prison and three mis-trials on 
the charge of murdering 
Caesar Xpuug, Nan Patterson walke 1 
from the i'ombs. today a free woman. 
As she left the building, which has been 
her home since a few days after Young 
was found lying in n c „i, j„ ] owor jc,, w 
lork, two thousand persons greeted her 
with cheers, for the news that District 
Attorney Jerome would move her dis- 
■missal from custody hud spread rapidly. 
'But the accused girl had but a few sec- 
onds to see and hear the demonstration 
before she was whisked away in a car- 
riage with her lawyer, Abraham Levy. 

Ihe news of the move to discharge 
Nan Patterson came rather unexpectedly 
to the public. It was an hour or more 
before noon when District Attorney Jer- 
ome appeared before Recorder Oofr in 
special sessions, and announced that ho 
desired to move the discharge of tlie 
former chorus girl on her own recog- 
nizances. 

Not the least interesting of the day's 
events was the reunion in freedom of 
the former Florodorn girl with her sis- 
ter, Mrs. .T. Morgan Smith, ami her 
brother-in-law, J. Morgan Smith, both 
Of wlyun were discharged by Justice 
Cowing in the court of general sessions 
after having been held o» charges of con- 
spiracy in connection with the case. 
Smith was also held for contempt of 
court in failing to obey a subpoena to 
appear as a witness before the grand 
Jury. He was fined ^2:>0 on this chnrge 
and released. Xan Patterson herself 
paid the line out of a .$.'100 chock which 
■had been given her by a. friendly news- 
paper. 

Jerome Asks for Release 

! District Attorney Jerome asked the 
court to free Nan Patterson in a speech, 
in the course of which ho declared that 
during two trials of the girl the evidence 
in the possession of the dstrict attorney's 
office had been presented to the court 
and that in both cases there had been a 
disagreement. Ho said he did not believe 
that at this time in this county another 
trial would result in anything else than 
a disagreement. 

I Then he declared that during the last 
trial ho had information that the mem- 
bers of the jury had agreed that J. Mor- 
gau Smith had bought the revolver, that 
.Nan Patterson caroled it in the cab, and 
that ' Caesar" Young did not commit sui- 
cide. He took occasion to refute publish- 
ed reports as to the cost of the trials, 
■hollowing this line, he declared that the 
newspapers had made "gross misrepre- 
sentations." He concluded with the mo- 
tion that Nan Patterson be discharged 
on her own recognisances. It wns then 
that Miss Patterson wns sent for, and 
as a court officer met her in the cell, 
■he said: "Come on, Nan. it is all right; 
you are going to be free." 

Recorder Goff's Address 
When the girl arrived in the court 
room, Recorder Gof£ addressed her: 
"Xan Patterson," he said, slowly, "the 
district attorney has seen fit to recom- 
mend your discharge. I feel bound to 
say I fully coincide with tlie dec'sion. 
There is nothing thnt has not already 
been said, but let me entreat you in your 
future life to remember the terrible or- 
deal through which you have passed, nnd 
to permit every action of your life to bo 
guided by that remembrance. Good- 
bve," and the recorder bowed his head 
as ho uttered the final words and closed 
the case. 

A moment Inter the girl wns slinking 
hands with her counsel. Then she walk- 
ed steadily from the court to find herself 
in the arms of lier father outside the 
door. The crowds in the corridor cheer- 
ed and the police lot them have their 
way. 

As she reached the street door, the 
demonstration wns taken up by a throng 
outside. Hurrying through the crowd, 
she took her place in a cab, smiling nnd 
nodding. 

Remarkable Demonstration 

As the cab started down towards the 
offices of her counsel, mounted police 
surrounded it and kept back the increas- 
ing crowd which was threatening one of 
the most remarkable demonstrations 
ever seen at the Tombs.

For Vladivostok 



Report That Cruisers From the 
Baltic Fleet Have Made 
Port. 



Admiral Togo Is Said to Have 
a Surprise up Mis 
Sleeve. 



London, Mtiy 12. — The report from 
•St. E'etersburg Unit word 1ms been re- 
ceived there that the Russian cruisei s 
Keintchug and Aimaz have reached 
Vladivostok, having left Admiral Ro- 
jOHtvensky .some days ngo and having 
■made a. bold dash through the midst of 
tho Japanese, has caused u sensation. 
If the news is true, it means a great 
■deal to tho Russians, aa Admiral Skryd- 
lofT, commanding ut Vladivostok, now 
knows Rojestvensky's plans and is in a 
position to co-operate with him. 

One of the lending admirals in the Bri- 
tish navy, who is in a position to know 
the plans of the belligerents in a general 
way ut least, in discussing with the cor- 
respondent of the Publishers' Press on 
the outlook, said: 

'•1 feel certain that Admiral Togo has 
it surprise up his sleeve and that ftojest- 
von&ky will find this out very soon. To- 
go's apparent effort to dodge the Rus- 
sians has been for the purpose of delud- 
ing them into a spirit of false confidence. 
Mild when he strikes he will do so good 
and hnrd. 

Submarines in Plenty, 

•'Do you recall the fact that the Jap- 
anese were reported, immediately after 
the fall of Port Arthur, to have secured 
a large number of submarines, many of 
them British and German make? They 
have not been heard from since, but you 
can depend upon it that the Japanese 
are milking use of them at Sascbo, and 
that they soon will bo tried against the 
Russians. 

"And their crews will lie all experi- 
enced. Togo knows what it would mean 
to the Japanese cause to permit Russia 
to wrest the supremacy of the sea away 
from him and he can he depended upon 
at the right time to secure the maximum 
of result with tho minimum of expendi- 
ture of risk. Me will likely surprise the 
world .soon with, a brilliant and unexpect- 
ed movement that will remove the Kus- 
sinn menace from the Japanese coast." 
Great Fight Is Duo. 

Similar views are held by the Ilritisli 
•naval strati-gists and the belief is grow- 
ing that sensational news can be ex- 
pected soon. When the fight will take 
place no <me cares to say, but that it 
must come, .ami soon, is the universal 
opinion. 

In the meantime the news from Tokio 
is of the most alarming character. The 
outburst of popular indignation against 
Prance for her violations of neutrality 
is growing and already equals the bitter 
feeling that prevailed against Russia 
prior to the breaking out of the war. 

Should Kojestvensky now return to 
French waters it is doubtful ir the Jap- 
anese government could calm the popu- 
lace and hostilities must result. These 
would surely involve (Jronl Itritain in the 
nrnr and the outcome would he in doubt. 
Diplomats here in London unite in char- 
acterizing the situation as extremely 
grave. 

France's Unusual Attitude. 

Prance's attitude, while on the sur- 
face conciliatory, underneath is tar from 
luii t. and the Preuch official class seem 
determined to resent Japan's protest, 
claiming that French neutrality is on a 
standard by itself and should not he com- 
pared with' that of any other nation.

Butte, Mont., May 12. — Seven men 
were killed and one Injured, probably 
fatally, by an explosion In the Cora 
mine, one of the Helnze properties to- 
day.

Snyder, May 12. — All estimates of the 
number of killed by Wednesday night's 
tornado In Snyder and its vicinity make 
the total at least 126 persons. The 
tornado traveled 35 miles, cutting a 
path from a quarter mile to a half mile 
wide. The farm nouses In this path 
were demolished and the occupants 
killed or Injured. Estimates of the 
number outside of Snyder range from 
2& to 40. More than a hundred labor- 
ers brought by the St. Louis and San 
Francisco Railway Company, together 
with a big force of volunteers, began 
moving the burning debris today. Two 
men, dead, and a man barely alive, were 
found in ;t heap of rubbish piled against 
freight cars. They bad been there since 
Wednesday nigtlt at 8:16 o'clock, .at 
which time every clock in the town 
stopped. 

About 100 persons were injured, most 
of them suffering only slight bruises. 
Forty-five persons are receiving hospi- 
tal treatment. On account of lack of 
accommodations, the severely wounded 
are being taken to larger towns. The 
relief committee is thoroughly organ- 
ized and working. Tho hospital ar- 
rangements are somewhat incomplete.

Keen rivalry between some 
of the syndicates has sprung up and 
every wire possible is being pulled to 
get the Inside track. The result will 
bi> a rich harvest to the government. 

In the meantime private individuals 
are scouring the country and are taking 
up pre-emptions. (In Saturday one 
bunch came back from a week's cruise, 
having made eight locations. On their 
way out they mot another outfit going 
in. Tlie chances are that so many dis- 
putes will arise over land that the gov- 
ernment will call everything off and 
put up the html and timber for sale to 
the highest bidder.

MEDICAL INSPECTION OF 
SCHOOLS. 

The question of a regular medical and 
sanitary inspection of the schools by 
the medical health officer of the city, 
or some other medical officer, has been 
raised and discussed in the School 
Board and at the Council board. The 
former is in favor of such an offllcial 
being appointed; the latter is not, even 
at the low salary suggested. One ob- 
jection In the minds of the aldermen 
was. in all probability, the creation of 
another salaried ofllcer. What was pro- 
posed would, in a measure, be in the 
interests of the schools of the city, and 
while it may not be necessary to make 
a new appointment for the purpose, It 
would be well to consider the enlarge- 
ment of the duties of the medical health 
oflicer, with Increased salary, to in- 
clude the inspection of the schools 
monthly or at any other time deemed to 
be necessary. This, It seems to us, 
should be largely conllned to school 
conditions and premises. A minute in- 
spection of each pupil, even monthly, 
■would involve more labor than any 
medical man could bo expected to per- 
form for $50 a month. The things which 
require attention are ventilation, light, 
cleanliness, drains, temperature of the 
school rooms and similar matters. Re- 
garding these a medical health officer 
could frame a set of rules and see that 
they are enforced. While his attention 
would necessarily be called to indi- 
vidual cases, where pupils were 111 or 
suffering from causes related to school 
environment, If the general conditions 
are kept healthful nothing serious is 
likely to happen. As one of the alder- 
men remarked, an inspection of pupils 
would have to*be daily in order to be 
effective, and that is out of the ques- 
tion. If the medical health oflicer were 
to meet the teachers occasionally and 
discuss and explain proper hygienic 
conditions, and exemplify his precepts 
upon his monthly visits by seeing that 
they were being observed, about all 
would be done that is practicable or ; 
really necessary. 



INDIAN NAMES. 

There are many delightfully musical 
and resonant names in the various In- 
dian languages and dialects of America, j 
and many of them have been adopted, ] 
as we know, to designate place3 1 
throughout the length and breadth of' 
the continent. They are names that 
we would not care to part with. Take' 
the name of our own country, "Can- | 
ada," or its capital city, "Ottawa," or i 
one of its Provinces, "Manitoba," or of 
a large western city, "Winnipeg," or of | 
the ancient French capital, "Quebec" — 
each is unique and priceless. The re- j 
sources of the Indian languages in this 
respect are well Illustrated in the lm- : 
mortal poem of Hiawatha by Long- I 
fellow, which might aptly be described 
as rhythmical romance — matchless In 
its verbal effects. The advantage of an 
Indian name is that it usually means 
something. That is to say, it is in- | 
tended to describe some characteristic 
or feature of the place to which it is 
attached. English names arc usually, 
given empirically without relation to, 
any physical feature or historical or 
other Incident associated with locali- 
ties. They are most often, as in Brit- | 
Ish Columbia, bestowed In honor of | 
some one who happened to be a friend j 
of the namer, Wo have in our mind a 
map of a portion of the northern in- 
terior, prepared and published by Rev. 
Father Morice. It is fairly bristling 
With names of church dignitaries and 
officials of one kind and another. It 
would have been much better, In the 
case or places not previously named, to 
have continued the Indian designation. 
If we consider many of the names that 
have become incorporated in our Pro- 
vincial nomenclature, such as Nicola, 
Kamloops, Similkameen, Okanagan, 
Cowlchan, Chemalnus, Bella Coola, 
Shuswap, Tulameen, Casslar, Cheam, 
Chllcoten, C'oquitlani, Esqulmalt, 
Skeena, Illecillewaet, Kelowna, Kiti- 
maat, Keremeos, Kootenay, Ltlloeet, 
Lytton, Metchosln, Nans, Nicomen, 
Osoy oos, Somenos, Stlkeen, Sumas, 
and hundreds of others, each of 
which has a special significance as ap- 
plied to the place originally, it will be 
agreed that It would be quite Impos- 
sible to Ilnd substitutes for them In the 
English language. Dr. Hay, in his ad- 
dress before the Natural History So- 
ciety, dwelt upon that and advocated, 
wherever possible, giving a name that 
was not only euphonious but expressive 
Instead of one that had no signlllc;mc« 
and no beauty. There la a possibility, 
however, of overdoing even Indian 
naming. We find in New Brunswick a 
revolt in the press against what, it is 
alleged, has become a fad. The Mic- 
macs and other tribes of the Maritime 
Provinces had vocabularies singular for 
their jaw-breaking tendencies, and In 
Consequence of the desire to preserve 
the native names of places the map of 
New Brunswick, in particular, is ap- 
palling.

The News says 
the Territory lias been turned into uu 
aristocracy for French-Canadian offlce- 
. seekers, and that tho school system 
which it is proposed to fasten for nil 
time on the new provinces in the North- 
west lias been arbitrarily established. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier lias proposed that 
the Yukon should be attached to British 
Columbia. He thinks British Columbia 
is as crazy about territory as some of 
the other provinces. We do not know 
whether he will endeavor to make stipu- 
lations concerning the continuance of the 
school system there as a condition prece- 
dent to our entering into possession. 
Probably lie will have learned something 
regarding the state of tho public pulse 
hero before that time. This is aside, 
however, from the main fact to which 
tho News wishes to call attention. This 
it does in a list of appointees, which it 
thinks significant, as follows: 

"Senior Judge — Calixte Aime Dugas, 
salary $10,000, who appointed the re- 
turning officers whose conduct in the last 
Yukon election made a new scandal in 
Canadian politics. 

"Cold Commissioner— While Mr. E. O. 
Senkler is nominally Gold Commissioner, 
ho confines himself to the trial of con- 
tests, and F. X. Gosselin, salary $5,600 
and expenses, Deputy Commissioner, is 
practically in full charge, and he con- 
ducts tho active business of the Com- 
missioner's oflice. 

"ltogistrur of hand Titles — J.- E. Gir- 
ouard, salary $5,900.00, who was of- 
fensively active in the recent election in 
keeping the voters' lists out of the hands 
of tho independent Liberals and the Con- 
servatives, and who was finally run to 
earth and his connection witli the lists 
established. 

"Timber and Lands Agent — F. X. 
Martin. 

"Public Works Agent — S. A. D. Ber- 
trand, salary $2,666.61, and $1,200 ex- 
penses, formerly of St. Boniface. 

"Engineering Department — A. .1. 
Beaudette, salary $3,560 and $407 ex- 
penses, is at the head. 

"Crown .Prosecutor, License Inspector, 
Government Agent and Examiner for 
the Law Society — Auguste Noel. This 
man knows no English law, is said to be 
a confidant of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, lives 
witli the priests, and, with the assistance 
of Judge Dugas ami Registrar Girouard, 
ma in tains French-Canadian supremacy. 
The office of Crown Prosecutor was 
formerly hold by Mr. Pattullo, but as 
many of the prisoners were French, it 
was divided, and half given to Noel. 
In Dawson he is known as "Not Goiity"

ORIENTALS AS A LOCAL FACTOR. 

We call attention to an article from 
the Toronto Globe, which appears in 
another column, in which the introduc- 
tion of Chinese and Japanese labor is 
discussed. Attention is directed, in 
particular, to the concluding remarks of 
our contemporary dealing with the Ja- 
panese. The position is taken that, 
owing to the Importance of Imperial In- 
terests, there "is no escape from the 
disturbing Influence of their entrance 
into Industrial competition with Can- 
adian citizens." The conclusion arrived 
at. from a local point of view, is not 
very satisfactory, although there Is 
sufficient force in It to warrant seri- 
ous consideration. The question is dally 
becoming a more vital one, and cannot 
be wholly disregarded even in obedience 
to the superior interests which are in- 
volved. 

As we pointed out tl:e other day, 
there is very little difference in prin- 
ciple or effect, as between Chlnsee and 
Japanese as factors In the labor mar- 
ket. The only difference which exists 
is in the status of the nations to which 
they respectively belong. One Is in a 
position to resent discrimination, while 
the other is not. The time may come, 
and tile Indications point In that direc- 
tion, when the Chinese, through the 
stimulation and tutelage of the Japa- 
nese, will be in a position to assert 
rights to equal consideration for their 
citizens along with those of other na- 
tions. From the point of view of the 
laborer, with whom they come into 
competition, the Japanese are, if any- 
thing, a more dangerous and disturb- 
ing factor than the Chinese. 

The Globe suggests, in all probability 
as a remedy, that "it may be that the 
Japanese now crowding out white labor 
in the West will become good citizens, 
and that they may adopt Canadian 
ideals of Industrial and domestic life." 
In many respects that is already the 
case. Sociologically considered, a-S a 
remedy, that Is even less to be desired 
than their presence as aliens. If there 
be a solution, It lies in a recognition of 
that fact. Experience and common 
sense alike point to the conclusion that 
an admixture of races is undesirable. 
This does not argue the superiority of 
one race over the other. For physical 



and argued, of course, that the present 
clauses were for the purpose of removing 
doubt, and to make perfectly clear just 
what Ibe rights of the educational min- 
ority were.

The only 
possible purpose it could serve was to 
relight sectarian fires that hail all but 
died out in Canada since they blazed in 
18911.

The Introducing of Chinese and Japanese 
labor Into British Columbia Is causing 
serious trouble In many localities. Where 
the Asiatics come Into competition with 
white men the lowering of the general 
standard of living is Inevitable. The for- 
eign workers have become Inured for gen- 
erations to conditions which would be In- 
tolerable to English-speaking races, so 
when they enter upon the better condi- 
tions provided lu the West they are lire- 
pared to accept rates of wages which ma- 
terially lower the general standard of 
comfort. Strong, and even violent, pro- 
tests nre now heard from the Kootenay 
country, where white labor has been 'arge- 
ly displaced by the Orientals, Where feel- 
ing has run high and violence has been 
threatened the Asiatics have been working 
under police protection. The women of 
Sulmo have protested against facing the 
alternative of starvation or another trek 
Into the wilderness, where they may once 
more he forced to move on by the Chinese 
anil Japanese. A public meeting has pass- 
eil a strongly-worded resolution setting 
forth the abundance of available white 
labor and the vnluab'e service of the white 
workmen in building up the country, and 
protesting against the Introduction of the 
Orientals, who displace native Canadians 
and British subjects. The cauae of the 
Orleiitala Is naturally supported by the 
employers of labor, who find, temporarily I 
nt least, an Increased profit In the em- 
ployment of a lower grade ot men.

The present annual cost of the de- 
partment as to salaries is $8,7C0. Un- 
der the fully-paid system about to be 
inaugurated, the cost will bo $10,320, an 
Increase of $l,r.G0.

tween $00,000 nnd S70,000. Clause 38 has 
always been Ignored, business being con- 
ducted In conformity with clause 37, which 
reads as follows: 

"The board of trustees shall, on or be- 
fore the tlrst. day of February, in each 
year, cause to h<: prepared nnd laid before 
the city council n detailed estimate of the 
sums required by the board for the eur- 
rcnl year's ordinary expense.", of maintain- 
ing the schools n« they exist at the time 
of the making of .such estimate, which 
sums shall be paid over from time to time 
as required, n poll the order of the trus- 
tees, by the city treasurer, to the several 
persons or corporations for whose use such 
moneys are payable. 

It Is pin 1 ti that to follow the provisions 
of clause 38 and limit the expenditure to 
$25,000 would he absurd, hence clause 37 
has always been followed without excep- 
tion, and it will he seen tbnt it contains 
no stipulation that a upecliil school fund 
shr.U be created. 

It would appear that the council under 
the School Act Is given no discretion In 
respect to llxlng the amount of money to 
be expended. The city treasurer does not 
observe clause 38, the 2 mills lire not_set 
aside for school purposes, and thus It is 
Improbable that the council Is resuscitat- 
ing clause 38 In determining to reduce the 
expenditure of the school board, 

As to what notion the honrd of trustees 
will take In respect to opposing the decis- 
ion of the council in this matter, It win 
probably be found that they will take 
their stand on the provisions of clause 37. 
Possibly the council may take the posi- 
tion that the school board estliiintes have 
been enlarged since presentation Jn Feb- 
ruary, as the board bad asked for a con- 
tingency sum to cover the salaries of two 
additional tenehcra. 

However, whatever the position taken by 
the council, the tiuistees do not anticipate 
any serious clash between the two boards. 
During the regime of ex-.Mnyor Iiedfern a 
similar attempt was made to curtail the 
money-voting powers of the school board, 
and It failed, the trustees Ignoring the de- 
cision of the council to reduce tho appro- 
priations and proceeding in thc ordinary 
way to Incur the necessary liabilities for 
the proper maintenance of the schools. The 
trustees thus threw upon the council the 
responsibility of Interfering with the op- 
erations of tile school system; nnd as this

Chinese Coolies 

For the Rand 



Failure to Secure Recruits Puts 
the Transports Out of 
Business. 



Viceroy of Canton's Opposition 
to Emigration Stopped the 
Traffic. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Hongkong, April 10. — The failure ot 
Hongkong as » segregation eump for the 
coolies recruited in China for the Rand 
mines is pretty -well established. Since 
many days not a coolie ship hail left the 
port bound for Durban, but many have 
returned from a first trip and have 
rested idly at anchor in the hnbor, until 
ait last they have earned the title "white 
elephants. Now they are leaving us. 
one by one, some to take Russian 
refugees to Europe some to resume their 
previous status of merchant vessels; 
others are going north, presumably to 
await further loads of coolies at Ching- 
v/un-tao. This putting out of eommia- 
sino of vessels, which, by the way, were 
chartered and refitted not at small ex- 
ipeuse, has of course meant the paying 
ofT of many of the doctors who were en- 
gaged to act as surgeon superintendents 
on the ships, and, as they were engaged 
for one year, and as many of them have 
lieon in the service only a few months, 
the pay, in proportion to duties, s.hould 
bo very acceptable. Four of tlie.se doe- 
tors left Hongkong the other day for 
(heir native heath — Australia— and there 
are, it is said, others in South Africa 
whose destination is similar, their ships 
having been released from commission 
at Durban. That the authorities have 
recognized the- failure of the scheme to 
make Hongkong a centre of emigration 
is proved by the fact that the emigration 
•agent who came up here from the Fed- 
erated Malay States has returned to 
his former and more active sphere of 
labors. There remain, to remind us of 
his once genial presence here, the bare 
foundations of what was to bo his 
palatial residence near the equally bare 
and cheerless segregation camp at Lai- 
ehi-kok, a spot on the mainland that 
forms one of the rides of the basin of 
Hongkong harbor. Ever' since the vice- 
roy of Canton set his face against the 
emigration business concerning South 
Africa there have been fears that, the 
worst might happen regarding Hong- 
kong. Ami it has. The why and 
wherefore of the viceroy's stubborn op- 
position has never been satisfactorily 
explained. Once or twice it has been 
bruited abroad that it had been broken 
down; nevertheless the coolie camp 
here continued empty, there was no flow 
of coolies from the camp at Wuchow, in 
the interior up the West River. The 
fact that Hongkong has failed ha- 
dawned but slowly, but it is recognized 
now. It is u pity in some respects, for 
we hnve lost not alone the coolie traffic, 
but also the possibility of a profitable 
expansion of trade relations with South 
African ports, for the coolie ships wen 
all advertised as cargo carriers. True 
if the emigration proceeds unrestricted 
from the north of China, the ships may 
put in at Hongkong for cargo, but so 
far this has been rather the exception 
than the rule. 1 have met several ot 
■the doctors wlio have been to South 
\frlca as surgeon superintendents, and 
it is probably but natural that they 
think this immigration of Chinese labor 
is just the thing for the country. We 
are not concerned here, however, with 
the controversy on that point. Re- 
marks have fallen from these people, 
however which lead to the conclusion 
that they are hardly satisiled in Africa 
with the class of coolie that has been 
transported, tho impression being that 
there ha-s been too much rushing of any 
kind of material rather than a slower 
process of selection of good material. 
This, I gather, is to be remedied by 
stricter Instructions, and the slackness , 
of tho business just now seems vindi- 
cation of the promise. The scheme al- 
together seems to have been originally 
too elaborate, the preparations too ex- 
tonslve, and the directors have had to] 
pay through the nose for their faults. 
The re-shulTle of officials which seems 
to have been going on will result, let 
us hope, in the scheme assuming a 
healthier aspect. From what I read in 
a Straits Settlement paper, I should 
judge that Hongkong's failure is not 
entirely unwelcome to the miners and 
planters down there who competed 
with the Rand in South China for sup- 
plies of coolie labor. At one time they 
feared the Rand would win, and that 
they would be unable to obtain coolies 
in these parts. Of course, no one 
thinks of connecting this rivalry with 
the state of affairs now obtaining.

every year. To deal first of all with the 
symbols of trade. With what discom- 
fort does the Britisher out hero look 
on the Increase in the tonnage of Ger- 
man shipping. There have been days 
when, In this harbor of Hongkong, three 
German vessles have monopolized the 
wharves, the three alone aggregating 
over 20,000 tons. There was never such 
an event to record concerning British 
shipping — and this a British port at 
that. What European liners coming 
Kast are they that are most commodi- 
ous and that have by far the largest 
passenger lists? The Germans! What 
Hag does the new Japanese-Hongkong- 
Australasia line of fine steamers fly ? 
The German! We shall hear shortly, 
perhaps, of a German line between the 
Pacific Coast and the Far East; the way 
the Germans are pushing ahead and 
strengthening their commercial position 
in tho Far East would suggest develop- 
ments far less likely than that. The 
hope is that all this activity on the part 
of German nationals will stimulate the 
Britisher, but it doesn't do so yet. He 
merely looks on with the usual self- 
confident attitude. Ten years ago lie 
let the Germans, through the medium of 
the Xordeutscher Lloyd, buy up the old 
Scottish Oriental boats belonging to 
Alfred Hob, and by this deal the Gor- 
man flag displaced ' the British flag at 
the British North Borneo ports, at 
Singapore, at Bangkok, and snowed it 
to greater advantage at Hongkong. The 
trade between Borneo (British) end t 
'Singapore (British) is all carried on by 
German boats! There is a rumor going 
the rounds which is rather encouraging. 
It is that when the terms of the con- 
tract between Holts and the X. D. L. 
expire. Holt's will endeavor to recapture 
somo of the lost coastal trade by a new 
lino of steamers. So pronounced, too, at 
Hongkong is the German element that 
an Englishman made a remark to tho I 
writer the othoi day, which, however 1 
impossible, is provocative of reflection. I 
Said lie: "When I send my son Tommy 
out here in twenty years' time I expect ) 
Hongkong will he a German colony." | 
There is some ground for a remark even ! 
of that nature. It is true that the Ger- | 
man community here lias to he very 
much .studied — I will not say pandered 
to. 

Turning to Germany's political activ- 
ity in China, we find it is none the less 
noticeable than the commercial activity. 
The attention of the world has been 
directed occasiouallv of late to her 
movements in Shantung. From Chinese 
sources come reports of "ambitious de- 
signs of Germany," "unmistakable signs 
of a desire for territorial aggrandise- 
ment," despite the recent utterance of 
toe Kaiser that he had no desire to 
make Germany a world empire, and de- 
spite also the vigorous protestations of 
the German authorities at Peking, The 
feverish haste with which the Germans 
are pushing on their railway schemes 
in Sliontung, and the occasional pro- 
pitiation of the Chinese officials (e. g., 
the recent decoration of the governor of 



Shantung by the Kaiser) certainly 
strengthen the belief in these Chinese 
statements. Tho Kaiser is not the sort 
of person to give something for nothing. 
The ex-governor of tho Shantung prov- 
ince has, it is said, warned the Peking 
government that the Germans are work- 
ing on tho same lines as tho Russians in 
Manchuria; and it is true that the 
"railway guard" problem, which had 
something to do with the present war, 
is heiiig repeated regarding tho Shnn- 
tung railway. In the same province 
there are rich conl mines, to work which 
the Germans are said to be concession- 
hunting; but they hnve been forestalled 
by Chinese. China is a big, weak 
(diild, nervous and readily "alarmed, and 
the news thnt filters through from 
tPeldng shows that Germany's activity 
in Shantung is causing uneasiness 
amongst the ministers of the Empress 
Dowager. It is the uneasiness that is 
born of the Oriental nversion to change, 
which is another word for what West- 
erners call improvement. The cult of 
ancient usage, of "old custom," is of the 
Chinese a thing inseparable. You build 
a railway. Oh, but the road of the 
river was good enough for our ancestors, 
it is good enough for us, they say, like 
the man who takes his religion from 
his parents. Every innovation is viewed 
peevishly; they do not want to regulate 
their lives differently. And it is because 
Japan has overcome this cult that she 
has succeeded. It is too late for China 
now. Her autonomy is a farce; she is 
a parody in politics. iSo I am afraid 
the Germans in Shantung will succeed, 
and perhaps they deserve it. Mean- 
whlo Britain is slow, very slow. There 
is n concession for a railway from Kow- 
loon to Canton that has been shelved 
for many moons, and possibly much of 
our prestige in South China with it. 
We might take a leaf from the German 
bo.de. 

Blockade Runners. 

Fortunes were won — and lost — by 
blockade - running during the Cliino- 
Japnnese war. It is the same today, 
save that, owing to the efficiency and 
vigilance of the Japanese fleet, the 
losses overbalance the gains. A great 
deal of money has been lost in this risky 
business by Chinamen, and I heard re- 
cently of one wealthy Chinaman in 
Hongkong being some *:i(X),000 out 
owing to the smartness of the Japanese 
scouting vessels. 

Wireless Telegraphy in China. 

China has been coaxed into adopting 
wireless telegraphy for some of her 
ships, etc. German nud Italian agents 
have been demonstrating the respective 
values of German and Italian systems, 
and another victory for Marconi has to 
be announced. A lieutenant of the 
Italian navy is now on his way homo to 
bring out the Marconi installations for 
four men-of-war and for three land sta- 
tions. It may be mentioned that Italy 
has been first in the field here till along. 
The first wireless station in China was 
erected at the Italian legation .it Peking. 
The French Cruiser Sully. 

The French nation is very much put 
out that, although a fairly largo fleet, is 
maintained in Eastern waters, there is 
not docking room or equipment for re- 
pairs in France's own colony of Indo- 
China, and, as in the case of the strand- 
ed cruiser Sully, assistance has t» be 
solicited from the British at Hongkong. 
It is now :\ pretty sure thing that, un- 
less the Sully breaks her back on the 
rock whereon she is pinnacled in tho 
Along Bay, she will come to Hongkong 
to he docked. I hear there has been a 
great outcry in France against this uu- 
preparedness of what is supposed to be 
the base of the French Far Eastern 
squadron, and tho question is put, "How 
should Franco do in case of war, when 
d-iritish docks would be unavailable?" 
One of the English salvage party who 
went down to tho cruiser first has been 
tho subject of scathing criticism in the 
Tonkin newspapers for his allegation 
that the Sully was of bad construction, 
the papers stating that the Englishman's 
remarks had caused some emotion 
amongst the French public. I believe 
the feeling was so intense once that the 
French were undecided whether or not 
to tackle the job with their own inade- 
quate means at Saigon rather than put 
money into the pockets of Hongkong 
firms." Anyhow, the salvnge party of 
which the said Englishman was head 
returned rather abruptly to Hongkong 
with nothing to report more than Hint 
the vessel was still on the rock, and that 
they had been ordered, when success 
seemed at hand, to stop operations. 
Another Hongkong salvage party has 
now gone down to Along Bay, and it is 
now said that the reputation of ITong- 
kong is at stake, At the Hongkong 
dock a huge cofferdam is being built in 
order to refloat the Sully. It is to be 
of (I.OflO tons capacitv. and will require 
two steamers to tow it to its destination. 
We hope to sec the Sully in the big dock 
of our local company before long.
